6 A Soviet detail was quartered in the town hal} in ilirschberg (1 S/S 90} 
since 2 January. The Volispcolizei Komaando formerly stationed there 
had allegedly been transferred to Pottiga (M S1/J 80).

Additional houses for the quartering of Soviet troops were requisitioned 
in Poeritz (Mu S1/o h9).
